WASHINGTON, April 27 — 
President Eisenhower urged a 
“many-sided_ attack” on the 
problems of the nation’s low- 
income farmers today, in a spe- 
cial message to Congress. 

“We must open wider the 
doors of opportunity to our 
1,500,000 farm families with ex- 
tremely low incomes—for their 
own well-being and for the good 
of our country and all our peo- 
ple,” he said, pointing out that 
more than one-fourth of the | 
farm families still have cash in- 
comes of less than $1000 a year. 

The President laid before 
Congress, with his “general ap- 
proval,“ a series of recom- 
mendations by’ Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Ezra Taft Benson “to 
help farm people with low gross 
incomes achieve the goals to 
which they themselves aspire.” 

15-Point Program. 

Benson’s “15-point program” 
was embodied in a letter accom- 
panying a. page report on 
“Development of Agriculture’s 
Human Resources,” prepared by 
the Department at Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s request. The proposals 
called for expansion of some 
federal aid programs and en- 
couragement of state and local 
programs to help low-income 
farmers make ends meet in ag- 
riculture or through off-farm 
employment. 

One proposal would give the 
Farmers Home Administration 
$30,000,000 of lending authority 
and extend its services to part- 
time farmers. 

One of nine “major problem 
areas” described in the report 
was the “Ozark-Ouachita moun-

“The paragraph said in sub- 
stance that we would not discuss 
a disposal of the area in the 
absence of the Chinese Nation- 
alists. That stands as a pre- 
condition.” 

The first questioner at the 
conference asked why this coun- 
try had changed its position be- 
‘tween Saturday and Tuesday.

Charles Blair, executive di- 
rector and secretary of the 
authority, told the N 
authority members had dis- 
cussed insuring the housing 
units; which have deen ap- 
praised at 3126,000, but the 
rates were too high. 

No Investment in Buildings. 

The housing units, he added, 
are in generally poor condition 
and it was the feeling of the 
members of the authority that 
if they were destroyed by fire 
there would be no great loss. 
The county, he said, has no 
great loss. The county, he said, 
has no investment in the build-,| 
ings, only in the land. 

The authority has a total of 
$47,000 in insurance on the three 
buildings that are covered. In 
St. Louis, all units operated by 
the city's housing authority are 
fully covered by insurance, it 
was learned. 

Another phase of the inquiry 
concerned trips made by au- 
thority members to other cities 
for which there were no written 
reports on the purpose or ac- 
complishments.

TWO YEARS AS 
US. TAX EVADER 


Dr. Joseph Backlar Also 
Fined $6000 on His 
Plea of Guilty Before 
Judge Moore. 


Dr. Joseph Backlar was sen- 
tenced to two years in prison 
and fined $6000 by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
today for income tax evasion. 
Judge Moore said it was “a 
flagrant case.” 


Dr. Joseph Backlar, a physi- 
cian, pleaded guilty today to 
one count of an indictment 
charging income tax evasion and 
requested probation, but United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore deferred a ruling until 
later in the day. 

He admitted evading payment 
of $5782 on unreported income 
of $16,723 for 1947, when his 
actual income was $20,005. An- 
other count, accusing him of 
evading payment of $5461 in 
1946, was dismissed. 

Assistant United States At- 
torney Wayne Bigler told the 
Post-Dispatch that Dr. Backlar 
had paid the Government about 
$68,000 on civil tax claims total- 
ing about $120,000 for the years 
1935 through 1948. 

After withdrawing previous 
pleas of not guilty, he requested 
permission to plead nolo con- 
tendere—no defense. Judge 
Moore refused and then the 
guilty plea was entered. 

The physician's chief attorney, 
James Finch of Cape Girardeau, 
pointed out that he is 59 years 
old and has many elderly per- 
sons as patients, and asked that 
he be placed on probation so he 
could continue serving them. 

Bigler pointed out that the 
Government was saved consider- 
able expense by the guilty plea, 
since a trial would have lasted 
about three weeks with 90 wit- 
nesses to be heard—including 80 
of the doctor’s patients. 

Bigler told the court Dr. 
Backlar owes $4547 in taxes for 
1947 rather than the $5782 
shown in the indictment. He ex- 
plained the discrepancy resulted 
from the fact that the figure in 
the indictment was based en an 
estimate of the growth in net 
worth for that year, rather than 
on specific income. 


The Government said his net 
worth has increased to $240,000 
since 1935, when it was $40,000.

To those who believe that all that glitters fs 
gold, it may have seemed that the Board of 
Aldermen ended its feuding with Mayor Tuckef 
when it approved not only the $110,639,000 mu- 
nicipal improvement Bond ‘issue, but also the 
election of freeholders to draw up a new city 
charter. After all, those long have been the May- 
or’s two favorite projects for the progress of 
St. Louis—and rightly so. 

That the aldermen have not come around to 
full support of the Mayor, however, was quickly 
indicated when he announced that he would 
veto the charter bill. His chief reason is that 
since the bond issue must be submitted for the 
voters’ approval on May 26, and the charter 
measure calls for similar approval on June 21, 
there would not be enough time for an effective 
charter campaign. 

The aldermen hardly could have done other- 
wise than to approve the bond issue, as they did 
by a vote of 27 to 0. All the projects were care- 
fully selected by a citizens’ screening committee 
and another citizens’ committee was standing by 
ready to go ahead with a campaign for approval 
at the polls. A vote against the bond issue would 
have been a direct affront to the community, a 
vote for blight and decay. Undoubtedly, the com- 
munity would have resented being deprived of 
its right to speak the last word. 

It is the 24to-3 charter vote which at first 
glance seemed a capitulation—and a wise one— 
to the Mayor. During all of last year a charter 
bill had been locked up in committee. Now the 
board was not even waiting for an appeal from 
the Mayor’s office to adopt such a measure. 
But in Mr. Tucker’s opinion, this represented not 


conversion, but rather an attempt to create the 


impression of being pro-charter while actually 
making it difficult to bring together carefully 
considered freeholders to submit carefully con- 
sidered proposals for changing the city’s basic 
law. 

Besides allowing less than a month between 
the two elections, the aldermanic plan opens up 
the possibility that the freeholders, if elected, 
would take a year for their work, thus bringing 
a new charter before the voters at next year’s 
August primaries, instead of at a separate spe- 
cial election. 

As it. stands, the aldermanic charter pro- 
posal has the marks of sharp political dagger- 
work. Not all who voted for it may have recog- 
nized its partisan ramifications. Those who now 
realize the difficulties involved will be cha- 
grined. Of course, they should support the 
Mayor's veto. 

He above anybody else in the community has 
been the Jeader in the work for a new charter 
and greater home rule for St. Louis. His plan is 
to obtain the signatures of 5 per cent of the city’s 
voters to petitions calling for a freeholders’ elec- 
tion in September. Every consideration should 
be given to his proposal rather than to that sup- 
ported by the votes of some men who really do 
not want a new city charter—at least not one 
which would clip their petty political powers. 

First and foremost, however, the urgent busi- 
ness before the community is the bond issue. 
That should be considered by the people with 
undivided attention. Its approval is absolutely 
essential if St. Louis is to go forward. 
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One Man’s Responsibility 

What will President Eisenhower do with the 
overwhelming approval in the Senate Finance 
Committee—the vote was 13 to 2—for his foreign 
trade program? Will the. President, as party 
leader, now go to work to win Republican votes 
for the measure to extend the reciprocal trade 
program three years and give the President addi- 
tional tariff-cutting authority to spur trade? 
Will Mr. Eisenhower and his staff now do what 
they did to win approval of the St. Lawrence 
seaway and to defeat the recently proposed in- 
come tax cuts? Or will they do as they have 
done on trade in the 1953 and 1954 sessions—do 
little or nothing? It is up to one man—Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 
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Relief for Battered Pitchers 

Less because of the general decline in baseball

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As St. Louis Crime Rises 

The 19.3 per cent increase in major erimes in 
St. Louis in the first three months of this year 
compared with the same quarter in 1954 is @ 
serious matter. It should be remembered that in 
1954 major crime increased by 24.3 per cent as 
compared with 1953. And Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation statistics showed that on a nation- 
wide basis in 1954 crime was up only 5 per cent. 

The St. Louis Police Department ranks well 
in the nation qualitatively but it has been handi- 
capped by poor pay and insufficient strength. 
It has just received a 15 per cent increase in 
pay and there now is before the Legislature a 
bill that would add 95 beat patrolmen. The bill 
is sponsored by the St. Louis representatives and 
has been recommended by a House committee 
for passage. It certainly should be passed. 

The 95 men, if provided, would all be put to 
walking—instead of riding—their beats. The 
New York police department and other major 
cities have found in recent years that there has 
been too much emphasis on the patrol-ear and 
not enough on the old-fashioned beat man. The 
policeman who knows the people on his beat, 
who walks every foot of his beat, and is likely to 
turn up unexpectedly, has been recognized as a 
more important factor in keeping crimes from 
decurring than is the scout car which gives wide 
warning of its whereabouts. 
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May 15 will add almost enough men to put the 
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men. If the Legislature permits the hiring of an 


additional 95 men, the city should be given a 
much higher — — than it now has. 


Enough Firing From the Hip 


Secretary Dulles devoted much of his new 


conference Tuesday to undoing the mischief done 
by his department during his weekend absence. 
When he had finished, the United States stood in 
a more friendly light toward negotiations with 
the Chinese Communists than it had stood before. 

It stood, in fact, about where Senator George 
had suggested—willing to talk with Peiping di- 
rectly and alone about a Formosa cease-fire, 
though not about the interests of Nationalist 
China. 

To reach this position, Mr. Dulles was forced 
to modify the statement issued by Acting Secre- 
tary Herbert Hoover Jr., last Saturday within a 
few hours of Chou En-lai's first proposal of nego- 
tiations at Bandung. 

Mr. Hoover had said the United States would 
“of course” insist on Chiang Kai-shek's participa- 
tion in “any” discussion, Mr. Dulles now 
that “any” did not mean “any,” but “some.” And 
he explains that the steps which Mr. Hoover had 
called upon Chou En-lai to take, as evidence of 
good intentions, are not to be considered as con- 
ditions precedent” but only as “helpful sugges- 
tions.” 

The nation will be gratified that the State De- 
parment has straightened ſtself out. As Walter 
Lippmann suggests on the opposite page, the 
trouble might have been avoided had the depart- 
ment waited just a few hours before firing off 
an inadequately considered reply. It is regret- 
table that President Eisenhower, who was re- 
ported to be “in close touch with the situation” 
last Saturday, did not restrain the -over-hasty 
statement writers when they consulted him. 

Secretary Dulles is entirely right when he 
says developments of the last 10 days “seem 
of decisive importance both in Europe and in 
Asia.” The Soviet Union's apparent willingness 
to end the occupation of Austria and to open 
serious talks on Germany fully matches in im- 
portance Red China’s apparent willingness to 
reach a modus vivendi in the Formosa strait. 

On both continents, the hopes thus raised may 
be dashed, as hopes have been dashed before. 
But until or unless that happens, our policy mak- 
ers will be justified in proceeding as if practical 
settlements were possible and as if their most 
solemn duty is to advance such settlements by 
every honorable means. Let us have an end to 
diplomatic shooting from the hip. 
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Inviting Panic 

Two youths were fined $75 each in police court 
and the fines were stayed in connection with the 
setting off of a firecracker in the Fox Theater 
last Sunday night. The explosion caused many 
persons to run for the aisles. Obviously, this dan- 
gerous prank might have caused a panic. Last 
June a similar prank in the Missouri Theater 
caused persons to run for the exits. The prank- 
sters in this case were not apprehended. The 
two youths in the Fox Theater case received very 
light punishment. If there is recurrence of this 
foolhardy stunt and the culprits are caught, 
there should be no more light punishment. 
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Political Protocol Ignored 

Writing in the New York World-Telegram, 
Washington Correspondent Jack Steele reports 
that Secretary of State John Foster Dulles did 
not consult Senator Ives of New York when se- 
lecting Edward J. Corsi as its refugee program 
expediter. This displeased Senator Ives who let 
Secretary Dulles stew in his own juice when 
the controversy over the Corsi appointment 
developed. 

Then, when Mr. Dulles decided to drop his 
hot refugee expediter, he did not, according to 
Correspondent Steele, trouble to consult former 
Gov. Dewey for whom Mr. Corsi was New York 
State Industrial Commissioner for ‘some 11 
years. This did not please Mr. Dewey. 

Secretary Dulles has a lot on his hands and 
he cannot be expected to attend to every last 
detail. But as a former Senator himself, he knows 
that federal appointments are cleared with Sena- 
tors from the pertinent state. As a protege of 
Mr. Dewey, he also knows that the former Gov- 
ernor does not like to be ignored. Semeone in 
the State Department ought to be able to find 
time for such matters. 
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Good Judgment at Jefferson City 

Good judgment was shown by the Missouri 
House’s Committee on Constitutional Amend- 
ments when it rejected, 7 to 2, the proposed 
“right-to-work” amendment to the State Consti- 
ution. This proposal, which seeks to outlaw the 
closed shop and even the union shop in labor 
agreements, has turned up in previous legisla- 
tive sessions, but always before as a bill in- 
tended for enactment into a statute. This time it 
came in the form af à proposed amendment to 
the basic code of Missouri. Thus it would have 
gone before voters all over the state at the next 
election. 

By squelching the proposal, the House com- 


mittee has saved the people of Missouri the ne- 


cessity of defeating the measure at the polls. 
Gov. Donnelly could not have intervened with a 


veto as courageous as Gov. Hall of Kansas did in 


his state some four weeks ago. Gov. Hall called 
the miscalled “right-to-work” bill a “lobbyist’s 
measure.” That is what it was in Missouri, too. 
The purpose here, as in Kansas, was to cripple 
if not destroy the .right of labor to bargain 
collectively. 

No less a person than President Eisenhower’s 
Secretary of Labor, James P. Mitchell, has ap- 
praised such laws as doing “more harm than 
good.” Perhaps the Missouri Chamber of Com- 
merce will think over its efforts in behalf of 
this punitive legislation between now and the 
next session at Jefferson City. Surely it is clear 
by now that Missouri does not want to turn the 
clock back to the day when working people were 
at the mercy of the most unscrupulous employer. 
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Ending a Bad Practice 

The St. Louis Election Board has taken a deci- 
sion to be applauded. It has agreed to end the 
old local practice of designating the race of each 
person on its official list of registered voters. 

The Board acted after Missouri Attorney Gen- 
eral John M. Dalton ruled that the custom was 
discretionary with the Board, not mandatory as 
some people had thought. The way is now clear 
for elimination of a senseless and undemocratic 
practice. 

Apart from the fact that designation of a vot- 
er’s race served no useful purpose, it introduced 
an entirely extraneous factor into the election 
process. The secret ballot is the heritage of all 
Americans, regardless of race or religion. And 
since neither of these factors is, material to 
the exercise of the franchise, there is no reason 


why they should be material to its administration.

that “China and the United States should sit dewn and enter 
into negotiations to settle the question of relaxing and elimi- 
nating the tension in the Taiwan (Formosa) area. However, this 
should not in the slightest degree affect the just demand of the 
Chinese people to exercise their sovereign rights in liberating 


Taiwan.” 


This statement may be read 
in the light of what Secretary 
Dulles said in his press confer- 
ence on March 15: “If there 
were a renunciation of the 
use of force, that would meet 
the immediate requirements of 
the situation, and there would 

no necessity that I can see 
for anybody, either on the Re- 
public of China’s side, of the 
Communist side, to renounce 
what they might call their legal 
pretentions, their legal claims.” 

These two statements of posi- 
tions are so close together that 
there may be no difference be- 
tween them. : 


Five weeks have elapsed be- 
teen the Dulles statement and 
Chou’s statement. It is reason- 
able to suppose that in that 
interval there gs. 
was very con- | 
siderable diplo- 
matic activity 
in which, pre- 
sumably, Lon- 
don and Mos- 
cow, New Delhi 
and Karachi, 
had a hand. The 
renunciation of 
force with- 
out renouncing 
claims was first 
proposed pub- 
licly by Sir Anthony Eden on 
March 8 in a statement to the 
House of Commons. As a matter 
of fact, Secretary Dulles's state- 
ment was in reply to a question 
as to whether he agreed with 
Sir Anthony Eden. 


Tacit Pledge Against War. 


Presumably, Secretary. Dulles 
made his statement in order to 
give Great Britain and the 
other governments, which have 
been playing a role of inter- 
mediary, a proposal to work 
with in Peiping. 

And presumably also, the 
mediators had achieved their 
first success in Peiping some 
time before the Bandung con- 
ference met. For the Chinese 
ambassador in Washington, Dr. 
Koo, spoke out the night before 
the Bandung conference met 
and made an elaborate rejection 
of any kind of modus vivendi. 


The government in Formosa 
must have known what was in 
the wind. And if we guess a 
little more, we may guess that 
Chou’s acceptance of the form- 
ula, rather than the build-up of 
Red Chinese airpower on the 
coast, was what took Secretary 
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Eden 


WASHINGTON.

Washington, and has the ap- 
proval of the uncommitted na- 
tions of Asia and of. Africa. — 

The Banding conference was, 
of course, overwhelmingly op- 
posed to a war by Chiang. 
backed by the United States, to 
overthrow the Red regime. But 
it was no less opposed to Red 
China’s “liberation” ef Formosa 
by force. What it wanted was 
what first Eden, then Dulles, 
and finally Chou were dble to 
propose: an arrangement which 
would avoid a war that might 
engulf the greater part of Asia. 

If the State Department knows 
what it is doing, and if the 
makers of our policy can man- 
age to collect themselves in one 
place long enough to act with 
deliberation, Chou's acceptance 
of the Eden formula in the pres- 
ence of the Bandung conference 
is, at a minimum. a public com- 
mitment not to use force in the 
Formosa Straits until the diplo- 
matic exchanges which have al- 
ready begun have been carried 
further. 


No More Dulles Fumbles. 


Let us hope that the State 
Department will not go on fum- 
bling, as it did on Saturday 
morning after Chou’s first state- 
ment. Let us hope that the De- 
partment will not turn what can 
be a diplomatic success into a 
diplomatic defeat. 

Chou took five weeks to make 
his reply to the Dulles statement 
on March 15. There is no rea- 
son why with the President in 
Gettysburg and the Secretary of 
State on an island in upper New 
York, the State Department 
‘needed to form an opinion and 
to express it publicly a few 
hours after Chou's statement was 
received. What do these people 
think they are doing? Trying 
to make a deadline for the nezt 
edition of the newspapers or con- 
ducting the foreign policy of the 
United States? 

Nor is it necessary, or desir- 
able and wise to jump to the 
conclusion the next steps should 
be concessions by Peiping in or- 
der that we may then agree to 
participate in a formal confer- 
ence. The last thing we ought 
to want now is a formal confer- 
ence.

“I had the same stuff I had 
against Boston and ‘Baltimore,” 
he said, describing his two earlier 
victories, both five-hit games. 


“But with Jim Turner coaching 


me, I've become more finished.” 

Manager Casey Stengel earlier 
had declared that Turley, who 
won 14 and lost 15 with séventh 
place Baltimore last season, had 
earned a regular startihg posi- 
tion on the Yankee mound staff. 

“He could have been in trou- 
ble two or three times,” Stengel 
said after the game: We made 
a couple of double plays to pull 
him out, and one time with two 
on that (Minnie} Minoso hit one 
that (Andy) Carey pulled down 
and turned into a double play. 

“If that had gone through, 
they would have had one run 
and a couple on, and maybe it 
would have been different.”

Ample rainfall has been the dif- 
ference. Small streams that have 
been bone-dry are now full- 
flowing. Many of the famous 
Ozark float-fishing streams have 
been at flood stage at one time 
or another as a result of the 
refreshing rains, and the huge, 
man-made lakes are again car- 
rying near-normal water. 

Last year Bull Shoals, in 
Taney and Ozark counties, 
dropped to 60 feet below full 
reservoir, White river, the source 
of water for the impoundment, 
continued to flow but the lake 
proper shrank almost to the 
channel of the river. The upper 
end of Lake Norfolk, also in 
Ozark county, was drastically 
affected by the 
drouth. Lake of the Ozarks pos- 
sibly suffered least of the six 
large Missouri impoundments. 

Current river, during August 
of last year, became so low that 
only the experienced boatman 
could navigate the stream with 
an outboard motor. Black, Elev- 
enpoint, Gasconade, Niangua 
and the Piney were all at such 
low-ebb that float trips on some 
of the upper reaches of these 
streams were almost impossible. 
Many of the springs which fur- 
nished the source of water sup- 
ply for the streams eſther dried 
up or flowed at a greatly re- 
duced rate. 

Fishery technicians re 
good hatches of fish in these 
low, stabilized water areas, how- 
ever, and, if the rains continue 
next month, all should be well 
when the streams open for bass 
and jack salmon fishing on 
May 28. 


Early Quail Outlook Good. 

All three essentials for game 
food, cover and water—have 
been in short supply for the 
last three years and all game 
has suffered as a result. Quail, 
in particular, have paid the 
penalty. Game technicians be- 
lieve there is a sufficient carry- 
over of these birds for a much- 
improved season this year, 
providing the hatching and nest- 
ing season is favorable.

April 27 (AP) 
A scrap appears to be develop- 
ing over demands by some 
House Democrats for an inves- 
tigation into alleged “windfalls” 
to big bankers from federal 
financial policies. 

Representative Wright Patman 
Dem.), Texas, chief sponsor of 
the proposed inquiry, said today 
banks have been buying Gov- 
ernment bonds at low prices 
and selling them at high prices, 
for big profits, 

Patman said an investigation 
should determine if “they have 
been getting information illegal- 
ly.” He said the inquiry should 
center on the open market com- 
mittee of the Federal Reserve 
System. This committee, Patman 
said, wields “tremendous power” 
over bond prices and yet is 
controlled by private bankers. 

Representative Jesse P. Wol- 
cott (Rep.), Michigan, protested 
that any such investigation “is 
completely unjustified and 
would be a very dangerous 
things.” The proposed inver.‘i- 
gation, Wolcott said, “could 
destroy our economic equilibri- 
um by rocking the boat at a 
most inopportune time.” 

Wolcott added: “The economy 
is weighed on very delicate 
scales. An unjustified investiga- 
tion of the open market com- 
mittee could easily tip the scales 
toward either inflation. or de- 
flation.” 

Inquiry Approved. 

Both men commented after 
the House Banking Committee, 
in a 1§-to-l1l party-line vote, 
yesterday approved a resolution 
by Patman.

I HAVE SPACE only to suggest a few important things.

Chores in the home 
(they'll have to be found, even in a city home), use of 
money, helping other people, are all important. 

Boys should, for this purpose, have more association 
with their fathers, especially during working hours. 

At the high-school period, and later, boys should have 
more well-adjusted married men as teachers. The over- 


whelming influence of women—many of them unmarried— 


in the schools has many good results, but it does not very 
successfully promote the development of the boys into man- 
hood. 

At adolescence, boys must be allowed, or forced, to 
take more initiative in their social activities, instead of being 
mere pawns in a social game played by the girls and the 
girls’ mothers. They must be encouraged to handle their 
own affairs and solve their own problems. Recreation that 
requires initiative and aggressiveness as well as teamwork 
will help them to grow up.

THEIR EDUCATION should be tied more closely into 
the work of the world.

“Enders Discovery in 1949 That Virus 


Could Be Grown in Non-Nerve Tissue 
Was Vital---Daughter's Illness From 


‘Daddy's Disease’ Spurred O'Connor's - 


Campaign.

[: THE YEAR 1908 Dr. Karl Landsteiner, Viennese micro- 


The polio virus could not be 


seen either with the naked eye 


or any 1908 microscope. But Landsteiner injected rhesus monkeys 
with ground spinal cord material from children who were newly 
victims of this mystery disease—a disease which until this point 


had no recognizable cause. 
Soon after, another giant of 
science, Dr. Simon Fiexner of 


the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research in New York, 
succeeded in passing the disease 
from one monkey to another in 
a similar way. At last it was 
established—to Dr. Flexner’s sat- 
isfaction—that the disease was 
transmitted by an invisible virus, 
although even he could not have 
explained just what a virus was. 

“Now,” Dr. Flexner an- 
nounced, “the question of a vac- 
cine to control this disease is but 
a matter of months.” 

Not for months but for decades 
the scientists went sometimes 
backward, sometimes forward on 
polio, with many mistakes and 
wild-goose chases. A great diffi- 
culty was that the disease ap- 
peared by nature only in one 
animal, the human, and could 
be coaxed to appear only in 
other animals extremely close to 
humans—that is, monkeys. Mon- 
keys were expensive and hard to 
get in any supply. 

In the postwar years, 1946. 47, 
"48, the number of polio cases 
sharply increased. Headlines in 
1946 reported “the worst polio 
epidemic in 30 years,” in 1949, 
“the most devastating in medical 
annals.” 

Some arguments about the 
matter of “worst” years re- 
mained. With the new awareness 
of polio, both paralytic and non- 
paralytic attacks and undoubted- 
ly some ailments that were not 
polio at all were all reported as 
poliomyelitis. But any such quib- 
ble seemed irrelevant to those 
who had committed themseives 
- dealing with the polio prob- 
em. 


Emergency treatment centers 
had to be set up in many cities, 
such as a 1946 emergency hospi- 
tal in the buildings of. Rose- 
mount arsenal, a wartime pow- 
der plant near Minneapolis. With 
the vogue of Sister Elizabeth 
Kenny and the swing to hot 
packs and physical therapy, le- 
gions of therapists had to be 
trained. : 


At the same time deadly bul- 
bar polio and related forms 
which choke off breat were 
increasing. The. polio foundation 
had to buy respirators and ship 
them all over the country, then 
establish centers’ where the iron 
lungs could be stored and main- 
tained and flown as needed to 
Denver or Houston or Lake- 
wood, O.

HE March of Dimes kept up 


with the need. In 1949, the 

$26,008,000 raised in Janu- 
ary, plus $4,309,000 in an epi- 
demic emergency drive, first put 
a year’s total over $30,000,000. 
The amount of research in- 
creased. 

The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis in 1945 took 
a step that many scientists de- 
plored—hiring a scientist, Dr. 
Harry Weaver, to be “director of 


research.” “You can’t direct re- 


search,” the scientists said. Wea- 
ver did not try. He did go from 
scientist to scientist asking what 
needed to be done. What were 
the bottlenecks? What next 
steps were logical? Who could 
take them? He relayed gossip 
and new ideas, and sold the idea 
of doing polio research to many 
men. 

“Putting in Weaver was one 


of the smartest things we ever 


did,” says Basil O’Connor, foun- 
dation president. “Here was a 
man who could sit over the 
whole research scene and see it 
as one picture. He deserves a lot 
of credit.” . 

By 1947 the research men were 
“going nuts” over the continued 
need for cagefuls of monkeys. 

“They'd get ready to do a 
piece of research,” a foundation 
official. remembers. “No mon- 
keys. Finally, a few. Then Yale, 
say, might have some monkeys 
left over, so they’d give them 
to a zoo at the same time the 
fellows at Michael Reese in Chi- 
cago would be combing the zoos. 
When they’d finally get monkeys, 
they might be sick or old, or the 
price an outrage.” 

O’Connor, as president, had 


put the foundation in the respir- 


ator and now he de- 
cided, “We'll go in the monkey 
business.”

The 
general belief up to this time 
had been that the virus grew 
only in nerve tissue — nerve 
fibers, spinal cord, brain matter 
—inside human or other ani- 
mals, or outside them in test 
tubes.

ABORATORY _ methods of 
growing virus were clumsy 
and slow, and the product, 

mixed with the monkey tissue, 

could not be injected into hu- 
man beings as a vaccine with- 
out risk. 

Many persons worked on the 
virus-growth problem. Among 
them was a late-comer to polio, 
gentle Dr. John F. Enders at 
Harvard. In 1949 he and his 
associates, Drs. Thomas H. 
Weller and Frederick C. Rob- 
bins announced a solution. 

They had managed at last to 
grow Virus in test tubes of non- 
nerve tissue, both human and 
animal. In tissues from human 
embryos, for example. 

Why had they succeeded 
where others failed? Partly be- 
cause they tried. The solid old 
notions undoubtedly had helped 
discourage previous efforts.

Then there was Dr. Enders's 


method —revolving batteries of 
test tubes in aluminum drums 
to give the finicky virus both 
nutrient solution and air. 

It was obvious to Drs. Enders, 
Weaver and others that there 
now could be a large, safe 
source of virus for vaccine ex- 
perimentation. The Enders dis- 
covery opened the road to a 
polio vaccine. From 1949 on, 
men close to the polio picture 
began to say, “We will have a 
vaccine.” ; 

On July 20, 1950, a gay little 
sprite named Mrs. Sidney Cul- 
ver, the former Bettyann O’Con- 
nor, phoned Basil O’Connor long 
distance. She was O’Connor’s 
elder daughter. She was 30 and 
the mother of five children, but 
she and her father were as thick 
as the Bobbsey twins. 

O’Connor was in his National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly- 
sis office. 

Daddy,“ she said. “I think 
I've got some of your disease.” 

“What do you mean, my dis- 
ease?”

O’Connor to some people has 
been regarded as a pretty tough 
cookie and the personality of 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis over the years 
was increasingly his. As col- 
lections rose to more than $30,- 
000,000 a year by 1949, every 
other fund-raising group looked 
on with envy or resentment. It 
was easy to demonstrate that 
other diseases which killed more 
people raised less money (be- 
cause no one raised it for them). 
It wa. natural for givers in many 
cities, plagued by causes, to 
move for joint drives, like Com- 
munity Chests.

‘CONNOR (for the Red 
0 Cross, too, when he was its 

head) set the iron rule: “No 
joint fund-drive participation.” 
When joint drives set aside a 
sum for “polio” and offered it 
to the foundation, he turned it 
down. He defended this stand 
as “democracy,” and continued 
raising millions. 

The national foundation split 
with Sister Elizabeth Kenny, and 
a separate Kenny foundation was 
established. Sister Kenny never 
gave an interview thereafter 


without damning O'Connor for 


“ignoring the cries of crippled 
children.” 

Her followers accused him of 
trying to have her visitor’s visa 
canceled, of failing to insist that 
her methods, not just “modified 
Kenny treatment,” become stand- 
ard. The national foundation's 
denials, and replies that it could 
not control treatment, never 
satisfied the Kenny corps. 

O’Connor meanwhile was be- 
ginning to play his most import- 
ant role—as the leader of the 
scientific attack against polio. 
This Wall street lawyer aston- 
ished every doctor and scientist 
by sitting through almost every 
minute of every advisory com- 
mittee’s meeting. 

He learned scientific language, 
and science. He sat quietly, but 
from time to time asked a ques- 
tion. He often repeated his law- 
yer’s motto (framed in his old 
law office): “What are the facts?” 
The scientists began to call him 
“positively uncanny in clearing 
away side issues and coming to 
the heart of a matter.” 

“I'd say he’s a poisonous ques- 
tioner,” says Dr. Jonas Salk, de- 
veloper of the successful polio 
vaccine. 

He needled sometimes. “He re- 
minded me,” says a colleague, 
“of a sheep dog nibbling at the 
heels of the sheep.” 

Did he sometimes push his 
scientific committees around? 
Some people say “yes,” some 
“no.” Many of the members, cer- 
tainly, are too able and inde- 
pendent to be pushed. Whatever 
the facts about this, he also in- 
spired, thus led. 


He assembled a first-rate polio 


foundation staff, and made them 
jump. He was always the boss. 
He challenged people sharply. It 
is not surprising that not every- 
body warmed up to him. But 
these things tell only half his 
story.

E was the friend, of course,

Still, he once said to a co- 
worker at Warm Springs, “I 
wonder if the big fellow is with 
us I 


“I'd put it this way,“ says Dr. 
Salk—a mam, one finds, who 
knows about more things than 
polio. “He hasn’t done the job 
because of Roosevelt, but peo- 
ple build on their heritage or 
ignore it. He joined Roosevelt 
and accepted his heritage. Not 
everybody would have seized his 
opportunities.” 

Accomplishments do not per- 
manently satisfy him. In many 
ways he seems to be an unsatis- 
fied, restless, even lonely man, 
taking his drive and aggressions 
out on polio. 

I discussed this, too, with Dr. 
Salk. “No wonder he’s dissatis- 
fied,” said Salk. “Look at what 
he tries to do.” 

He likes good clothes, good 
food, good hotels, good service— 
the accompaniments of accom- 
plishment. He likes heading a 
great foundation. , 

“And because he does,” said 
Salk, “he is able to combine 
personal satisfaction with the so- 
cial ends he fulfills. So few peo- 
ple see both. Either they see

He is a fighter. He is a per- 
fectionist.

Naturally he is proud of what 
he has done. “I’ve lived at least 
two full lives,” he will say, “and 
it’s been perfectly satisfying.

He 
was skeptical in the Twenties 
about Warm Springs, but the 
crippled kids gradually got un- 
der his skin. He has put many 
youngsters through college, and 
in the depression kept several

West showed 
out, pitching a diamond, and 
now South had a pretty clear 
idea of how to proceed. Ruffing 
the~club low in dummy, he 
cashed the ace and king of dia- 
monds, threw the djamond jack 
on dummy’s second spade honor, 
and then led the diamond 10 
(East’s queen having dropped). 
East tried to cloud matters by 
discarding a spade (the club 
would have been better) but de- 
clarer ruffed, trumped his last 
club’ on the board, then ruffed 
another spade and claimed the 
contract with the king and ace 
of trumps.

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It is a good idea to bake a test 
cake in order to know just how 
to regulate the heat. 

Potate Pancakes I. 

Two cups grated raw potato; 
two eggs, well beaten; one tea- 
spoon onion juice; one and one- 
half teaspoons salt; one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper 

Place grated potatoes in sieve 
and let drip until pulp is almost 
dry. Add remaining ingredients 
and mix well. Drop by table- 
spoons on hot greased griddle.
